Text, Acts 24:25. He reasoned of 
righteousness, temperance, and judg¬ 
ment to come. 

I shall speak in this discourse of 
righteousness and judgment in 
their relatidn to temperance. 

But it Will be objected, “The 
temperance of which Paul spoke, 
was self-control; not merely the 
refraining from strong drink.” 
Yes, but the strongest indictment 
against intoxicating liquor is that 
it destroys .self-control. Were this 
not so, We might applaud the 
moderate drinker, and preach only 
moderation in the use of liquor. 
There is a pleasant exhilaration in 
the glass; there is sociability in it; 
there is little if any harm in the 
one glass ;, but there is the very, 
grave danger, proved alas ail too 
often, that this so-called tempevate 
use may destroy self-control! Be¬ 
cause of this, temperance spells 
Self-Prohibition. I can be certain 
that I shall retain my self-control 
ouly Wheh I abstain altogether 
from intoxicants. 

A second question is, What is 
righteousness in our attitude to 
this c|rinfc evil as it effects others ? 
Some will say, “Mind your own 
business; let others alone. Truly 
we are to mind our own business, 
but we may not 1st others alone. 
As a citizen, the good or ill of my 
community is my business. This 
is simple democracy. The sale 
and use of strong drink in my 
community, being so clearly an 
evil, I can not, righteously, leave 
it alone. What shall I do about 
it? Preach against it? Give in¬ 
structions about it? Then let 
men alone to choose or refuse it? 
Some men will say, “You have no 
right to interfere with other men’s 
choices. God puts men in a world 
of good and evil and lets them 
choose for themselves. Men are 
made strong by their fight with 
evil.” To these objections I 
answer; if I see a man lifting 
poison to his lips; if I see a man 
hurling himself into the river to 
drown himself, it is my duty 
under the law, to stop him. God 
did not make whiskey, rum, and 
the saloon. 

“God made man upright, but he 
has sought out many inventions.” 
When we try to get rid of rum and 
the saloon, We are^simply trying to 
get the world back to God’s world; 
the kind of a world that God put 
man in. Men are not made strong 
by the fight with an overpowering 
evil that has no possibilities of 
good in it. To the man in the 
deadly hug of the python, or the 
man who is being swept to certain 
destruction by the resistless 
rapids, there is but oue hope of 
life, that is in rescue. 

We ought-then to interfere, to 
fescue men from this evil, from 
which uo good can come, that is 
not God appointed, in which the 
Struggle, Without rescue, means de 
feat, But why not try to keep this 
Worthless evil from men? This is 
what the Prohibitory Law is in¬ 
tended to do. Does it? Yes and 
not In dities it has often failed. 
Under the administration of its 
enemies or luke-warm friends, it 
is hot a flattering success. But in 
Our Villages it is to a large 
measure a Success, and adminis¬ 
tered by ,its friends, even in the 
cities it can be made to work 
What other law Works so well? 
License, high, (or low, never less¬ 
ened the sale of liquor, why should 
it? Local option but gives the 
town a chance to Vote no saloon : 
then that place becomes a Prohi¬ 
bition town, and the same lack of 
enforcement, blackmail, bribery 
and low resorts, that the Prohibi¬ 
tory Law is charged With creating, 

Will exist to. as great a degree. 

No, nothing has yet been discov¬ 
ered that works better than Prohi¬ 
bition 5 and surely this is the most 
honest and consistent law. 
There are doubtless good men who 
are in favor of Re-submission, but 
it is the drinker and the dealer 
of rum who are strenuously work 
ing for it. This fact should bo 
proof enough that it is an undesir¬ 
able thing, Let Us hold fast to 
what wo have until We are clearly 
Shown something better. It is 
righteous, then, to,ourselves ab 


Stain and also to keep our neigh¬ 
bor from this evil, and to keep it 
from them. 

We should take this stand in j 
view of the “judgment to come.” 
That great day when tho record of 
all lives are declared. That future 
When the youth of to-day may be 
the middle-aged drunkard, a curse 
to' his family and. to the communi¬ 
ty. When the innocent infant ofj 
to day may bq the vicious, brutal 
young man. That judgment of to¬ 
morrow, of the days as they come 
add go, that Witness to our faith¬ 
fulness, or our carelessness and sel¬ 
fishness toward our brother man, 
and to our day and generation. 
-Friends, if we would be approv¬ 
ed followers of the Christ, if we 
are to be good citizens, we must 
enter the conflict against the fatal 
drink evil. 

First. Assure ourselves of con-1 
tinued self-control, by abstinence. 

Second. ' Strive to keep our 
brother from the evil, and the evil, 
from him, by persuasion, by in¬ 
struction, by entreaty, and if need 
be (and it seems necessary) by 
force. Save and be-saved. Live | 
and let live.
